For  the  present,  it  is  not  necessary  for  you  to  include  funds  for 
this  project  in  your  annual  budget  and  I  trust  that  you  will  in- 
form your  Budget  Committee  of  this  fact. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  co- 
operation in  this  work  and  I  should  also  like  to  again  remind  you 
that  this  office  will  be  glad  to  assist  your  pine  owners  with  their 
Blister  Rust  problems  at  any  time.

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TOWN  JOURNAL,   1955 

The  winter  of  1955  was  mild  with  little  snow;  the  summer  was 
hot.  Prolonged  cold  in  December  brought  the  average  tempera- 
ture of  that  month  to  a  near  record  low. 

The  Annual  Community  Day  was  observed  on  June  4  at 
which  time  the  major  part  of  the  construction  was  completed  on 
an  administration-bathhouse  building  at  the  Veterans'  Memor- 
ial Recreation  Area  at  Otter  Lake.  A  wharf  was  built,  the 
parking  area  improved,  ground  prepared  for  the  veterans' 
memorial  plaque,  which  was  later  set;  a  road  was  begun  to  by- 
pass the  beach,  and  general  clean-up  work  accomplished. 

The  Greenfield  Improvement  received  a  prize  of  $40.00  in  the 
Town  Parks  Division  of  the  New  Hampshire  Roadside  Im- 
provement Contest  for  the  work  done  at  the  Recreational  Area. 
In  the  same  contest,  the  Greenfield  Industries,  Inc.,  received 
first  prize  for  plantings  around  a  commercial  establishment. 

Season  tickets  to  the  Veterans'  Memorial  Recreational  Area 
at  Otter  Lake  were  sold  to  residents  at  $1.00  per  family.  Ap- 
proximately 1500  other  admissions  were  sold.  A  qualified  life 
guard  was  employed  for  the  season  who  provided  swimming 
instruction  in  five  classes.  An  adult  class  of  19  persons  learned 
to  swim. 

The  school  house  was  re-roofed,  the  cupola  repaired,  and  a 
fire  alarm  system  installed.  Land  adjoining  school  property  was 
purchased  from  Rodney  White.  A  well  was  drilled  at  the  school 
to  the  depth  of  140  feet  with  a  flow  of  25  gallons  a  minute.  This 
well  also  supplies  the  town  hall. 

A  school  for  deaf  children  opened  in  September  at  the 
Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center  with  14  pupils  and 
a  staff  of  four. 

The  Post  Office,  located  in  the  Boudrieau  building,  was  en- 
larged and  remodelled.  The  R.  F.  D.  route  was  extended  along 
Main  Street  from  the  East  Road  to  the  Post  Office. 

A  heavy,  used  road  grader,  with  plow  and  wing,  was  pur- 
chased by  the  town. 

The  road  from  the  Peterborough  Mountain  Road  to  Brant- 
wood  Camp  was  discontinued ;  the  camp  will  maintain  a  private 
entrance. 

The  town  dump  at  the  railroad  crossing  on  the  Peterborough 
road  was  closed.  The  Town  purchased  an  area  off  the  Otter 
Lake  road,  prepared  and  opened  it  for  a  dump. 

The  Greenfield  firemen  joined  the  Southeastern  Mutual 
Firemen's  Aid  of  New  Hampshire. 

Dr.  Donald  S.  Ewing  resigned  as  minister  of  the  Greenfield 
and  Francestown  churches  to  answer  a  call  to  Wayland,  Massa- 
chusetts. The  yoking  agreement  between  the  two  churches  was 
terminated  by  mutual  consent.  Rev.  William  E.  Finch  was 
called  as  minister  of  the  Greenfield  church. 

The  Harold  Thorns'  house  was  completed.  Clarence  Babine 
built  two  houses  near  Zephyr  Lake  and  Clifford  Russell  one  on 
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the  Hancock  road.  Albert  Moisan  completed  a  second  cottage 
at  Otter  Lake.  At  the  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center 
a  wing  for  personnel  was  added  to  a  staff  house.  The  Meeting 
House  nears  completion  and  construction  has  commenced  on  the 
first  building  of  the  adult  unit.  At  the  east  end  of  the  Boudrieau 
building  a  service  station  was  added  which  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Robert  Boudrieau  and  Giffard  Merchant.  Garage 
buildings  were  erected  by  Charles  Mann  on  the  Peterborough 
road  and  by  Ralph  Russell  on  the  Depot  Road  to  house  trucks 
and  equipment  used  in  their  respective  businesses. 

The  former  Hopkins  Brothers  and  Belcher  store  was  re- 
modelled and  opened  as  a  general  store  by  the  Greenfield 
Industries,  Inc. 

The  buildings  at  the  junction  of  the  Peterborough  and 
Hancock  roads  were  razed. 

A  telephone  pay  station,  available  at  all  times,  was  installed 
on  Main  Street  beside  the  Greenfield  Industries,  Inc. 

The  following  real  estate  was  transferred:  Elwood  Whitcomb 
to  Richard  Robbins;  Mrs.  Harold  Prewitt  to  Horton  Reed; 
Charles  P.  and  Frank  Hopkins  to  Mrs.  George  Noyes;  James

Karl  Lovett  to  Harry  Costello;  Harry  Russell  estate  to  Joseph 
Springfield;  Noel  Terry  to  Ernest  Pelkey;  Lloyd  Cochrane  to 
Francis  Magoon;  Richard  Magoon  to  Harvey  Paige;  John 
Duffie  (cottage)  to  Joseph  Raffie;  Clarence  Babine  (new  house) 
to  William  Salois.  Transfers  of  cottages  at  Sunset  Lake  were: 
Mrs.  Annie  Herlihy  estate  to  Charles  Gregoire;  Robert  Derby 
to  John  Fitzgerald;  Dr.  Raymond  Galloway  to  Albert  Popple; 
Elmer  Draper  to  Harry  Draper;  A.  H.  Morgner  to  Elmer 
Draper. 

A  well  was  drilled  on  the  property  of  Dr.  Peter  Bertocci. 

E.  C.  and  W.  L.  Hopkins,  Inc.,  grain  mill  added  equipment  to 
provide  bulk  delivery  service. 

Howard  Russell  enlisted  in  the  Navy.  Robert  Gilbert  com- 
pleted his  service  in  the  Army. 

Five  girls  "flew  up"  to  become  Girl  Scouts  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  George  Cary  and  Mrs.  Malcolm  Atherton.  Mrs. 
George  Lawrence  became  the  leader  of  the  Brownie  Group. 

The  Little  League  Baseball  team  again  played  in  the  finals 
and  was  awarded  a  cup  as  the  only  team  to  reach  the  finals  each 
of  the  four  years  the  League  has  been  organized.  The  cup  is 
displayed  at  the  Library. 

The  Greenfield  Baseball  team  won  second  place  in  the 
Crotched  Mountain  League. 

The  Parent-Teachers  Group  provided  funds  to  renovate  the 
stage  in  the  school  hall;  initiated  supervised  recreation,  princi- 
pally basketball,  twice  a  week  in  the  school  hall  for  the  young 
people;  and  sponsored  a  school  dental  clinic. 

A  Ground  Observer  Corps  has  been  manned  for  the  third 
successive  year.

Our  educational  program  is  well  balanced  between  the  effec- 
tive teaching  of  the  fundamentals,  namely  the  three  R's,  and 
social  attitudes  and  responsibilities.  Standardized  achievement 
tests  given  each  May  indicate  that  our  pupils  are  progressing 
well,  and  according  to  their  abilities. 

Mrs.  Florence  Adams,  former  teacher  in  our  school,  has  been 
contributing  her  services  several  mornings  per  week,  conducting 
special  classes  in  reading  for  those  pupils  who  need  extra  help. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  her  for  this  service. 

Our  music  program  continues  to  function  very  effectively 
under  the  supervision  and  instruction  of  Miss  Ethelyn  Edwards. 
The  Operetta  last  spring  and  the  Christmas  program  revealed 
that  much  good  work  has  been  done  with  the  pupils.  Tone 
quality  and  enunciation  have  improved  decidedly,  along  with 
poise  and  a  very  fine  stage  presence. 

Mrs.  Florence  Merchant,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Weider- 
hold  continues  to  watch  over  the  health  of  our  pupils.  Parents 
are  urged  to  consult  with  them  when  any  school  health  problems 
arise.  The  details  of  their  work  are  explained  in  the  School 
Nurse  Report. 

School  Lunch  Program 

The  school  lunch  program  opened  this  fall  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Mrs.  Alfred  Goulet  who  is  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
cook,  and  Mrs.  Donald  Harris  who  is  keeping  the  books.  The 
number  of  children  participating  is  holding  up  very  well  with 
approximately  35  children  eating  daily. 

Despite  the  fact  that  contributions  from  the  Surplus  Com- 
modities Program  have  fallen  off  greatly,  particularly  meats  and 
potatoes,  the  program  is  able  to  function  on  a  "pay-as-we-go" 
basis. 

School  Enrollment 
The  fall  school  census  indicates  that  Greenfield  will  not  be 
experiencing  any  problem  in  providing  adequate  school  housing 
for  grades  1-6.   However,  there  appears  a  steady  increase  in  the

number  of  tuition  pupils  in  grades  7-12,  with  an  anticipated 
enrollment  in  1958-59,  of  54  pupils.

State  Wards  and  Foster  Children 

The  1955  General  Court  passed  a  law  which  makes  it  possible 
for  one  school  district  to  charge  tuition  of  another  school  dis- 
trict for  the  education  of  children  living  in  "foster  homes"  or  in 
"homes  for  children."  This  law  takes  effect  July  1, 1956.  Green- 
field has  been  financially  responsible  for  the  education  of  several 
children  who  are  classified  as  "state  wards."  It  is  possible  that 
we  may  experience  some  financial  relief  for  assuming  this  re- 
sponsibility. Due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  number  of  children 
we  may  have  and  their  grade  placement,  we  have  made  no 
estimate  of  the  income  to  be  derived  from  this  source. 

No  School  Policy 

Our  experience  with  weather  conditions  this  year  seemed  to 
indicate  that  we  should  revise  our  thinking  relative  to  our  "no 
school  policy."  Consequently,  the  School  Board  has  set  up  a 
procedure  that  will  attempt  to  inform  parents  prior  to  the  time 
the  children  start  out  for  school,  whether  or  not  school  will  be 
in  session. 

The  fire  signal  will  blow  four  times  at  1 :30  .A.  M. 

Bus  operators  will  contact  as  many  parents  on  their  routes 
as  possible  by  telephone. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  procedure  will  be  helpful  to  all  concerned. 
Experience  with  it  will  determine  the  desired  changes,  if  any. 

School  Plant  and  Area  Improvements 
Many  major  improvements  in  the  school  plant  were  made 
this  past  year  making  our  facilities  much  more  adequate  as  well 
as  preserving  the  building.    They  are  as  follows: 

a.  Major  repairs  to  the  roof  involving  re-boarding  and  com- 
plete re-shingling. 

b.  Painting  the  front  exterior  of  the  building. 
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c.  Painting  all  interior  hallways  and  stairwells. 

d.  Installation  of  a  driven  well  to  supply  the  school  with  its 
own  water  supply.  This  involved  a  new  pump  and  storage 
tank.  The  well  supplies  approximately  25  gallons  per 
minute. 

e.  Installation  of  metal  eaves  on  porch  roofs. 

f .  Closing  in  cupola  to  eliminate  a  haven  for  pigeons. 

g.  Installation  of  new  oil  burner  in  furnace.  The  one  that  had 
been  in  use  for  many  years  was  costing  so  much  to  keep  in 
repair,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  large  enough 
to  do  the  necessary  work,  it  was  decided  that  the  change 
was  essential.  At  the  time  the  new  burner  was  installed 
the  fire-box  was  enlarged  and  new  controls  installed. 

h.  Several  acres  of  land  were  purchased  from  Mr.  Rodney 
White  as  discussed  at  the  last  district  meeting.  We  were 
able  to  purchase  this  land  from  funds  that  were  saved  on 
the  repair  work  that  was  planned,  consequently  it  was  not 
necessary  to  borrow  funds  for  this  purpose.  The  cost  to  the 
district  was  $475.  This  addition  to  our  playground  has 
been  used  very  advantageously,  eliminating  the  extreme 
congestion  that  we  had  previously  experienced. 

On  several  different  occasions  the  district  has  discussed  the 
advisability  of  providing  safer  and  more  adequate  heat  in  the 
auditorium.  This  room  is  being  used  a  great  deal  more  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past  and  it  seems  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
district  to  seriously  consider  removing  the  wood-burning  stoves 
and  install  a  heating  system  that  is  modern  and  safe.  Estimates 
have  been  obtained  on  installing  an  American  Standard  Winter 
Air  Conditioner  which  is  essentially  an  upright  hot-air  furnace 
operated  by  oil  with  gun  type  burner.  This  can  be  done  for 
approximately  $650.  Consequently,  the  district  is  requested 
to  consider  this  under  Article  No.  9.  The  possibility  of  extend- 
ing the  steam  system  to  the  auditorium  was  studied  but  it  was 
felt  that  the  expense,  which  would  approach  $3500,  was  not 
warranted.  This  would  require  another  oil  burner  and  boiler 
tied  into  the  one  that  is  presently  there  with  a  number  of  risers 
and  return  pipes  and  radiation. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  the  school  year  1956-57,  calls 
for  an  appropriation  of  $28,767.37,  a  decrease  of  $2,676.29.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  school  board  has  not  indicated  any  income 
estimate.  However,  if  a  balance  does  occur  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  1955-56,  this  will  be  applied  against  the  appropria- 
tion amount,  thereby  reducing  the  estimated  assessment.  The 
estimated  assessment  for  1956-57  is  $28,767.37,  a  reduction  of 
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$514.24  over  last  year's  amount.  If  the  district  votes  to  install 
the  supplementary  heat  under  Article  9  the  assessment  would 
be  $29,417.37,  an  increase  of  $135.76  over  the  1955-56  assess- 
ment. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  I  have 
received  from  the  Greenfield  School  Board  and  all  others  who 
are  concerned  with  the  education  of  the  children  in  Greenfield.

Corrections  made  during  the  year,  30  having  dental  care.  Of 
this  number  twenty-one  were  taken  to  the  dental  clinic  in 
Peterborough.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  Parent  and  Teachers 
Club. 

Exclusions  from  school  have  been  made  in  compliance  with 
the  State  and  Local  Boards:  Chicken  Pox  1,  Whooping  Cough 
10,  Measles  1,  Mumps  12.  The  First  Aid  Cabinet  was  checked 
and  supplies  have  been  procured  at  the  Drug  Store. 

Special  Health  Activities: 

Each  child  in  the  school  was  given  Cod  Liver  Oil,  sponsored  by 
the  Local  Woman's  Club.  The  Dental  Clinic  was  sponsored  by 
the  Parent  and  Teachers  Club.  Twenty-one  children  had  dental 
care.  The  parents  paying  all  or  part  of  their  children's  dental 
care.  Anti-Polio  Shots  (with  parents'  consent)  were  given  to 
eleven  first  and  second  grade  pupils. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  is  providing  the  children  with  a 
hot  lunch. 

One  child  was  sent  to  the  Nashua  Community  Council. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  people 
who  made  the  Health  Program  possible  in  the  school,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  School  Doctor,  Board  of  Education, 
Principal,  Teachers  and  Parents.
